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DECISION SUA SPONTE 
WITHDRAWING HOLDING 
OF ABANDONMENT

This is a decision, sua sponte, withdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

A communication from the USPTO was mailed on July 27, 2009, setting a one-month shortened 
but extendible statutory period for responding thereto. A reply was timely filed on September
